6. The following property shall be deemed to be part of the estate, and shall be included in the affidavit 
accompanying the application for probate or letters of administration in respect of the estate of every person dying 


after the commencement of this Order :— 


(a) 


Any property taken as a donatio mortis caus4 made by the deceased person, or taken under a 
disposition, made by such deceased person purporting to operate as an immediate gift infer vivos whether 
by way of transfer delivery declaration of trust or otherwise, which shall not have been dond fide made 
twelve months before the death of the deceased person, or taken under any gift, whenever made, of which 
property bond fde possession and enjoyment shall not have been assumed by the donee immediately upon 
the gift and thenceforward retained to the entire exclusion of the donor, or of any benefit to him by 


contract or otherwise. 


(b) Any property which the deceased person having been absolutely entitled thereto has caused to be transferred 


to or vested in himself and any other person or persons jointly, including therein any purchase or invest- 
ment effected by such deceased person either by himself alone or in concert or by arrangement with any 
other person so that the beneficial interest therein or in some part thereof passes or accrues by survivorship 


on his death to such other person. 


(c) Any property passing under any past or future settlement made by the deceased person by deed or any other
